To deviate from the established forms
of worship was another serious offense,
and, since the gods could exject to be
honored in the state only as long as
the people believed in them, it was a
very serlous offense to attack the popu-
larly accepted faith. The state did not
care for the actual belisf of the citl-
gens, 48 long as this belief did noy re-
sult In the violation of the Jaws that
bad been framed for the protection of
the gods,

That religious [iberty, such
principles were carried out in practice,
became a mocketry is proved by the
religlous persecutions of those times.
Protugoras was banished from Athens,
because he had declareg that it wos
fmpossible to know whether the gols
had a real existence, His writings were
publicly consigned to the flames. Dia-
gorus, who preached athelsm was com-
pelled to Nee from Athens, and a prize |
was put on his head. Anaxagoras was |
aecused of having taught that the sun
fa & glowing mass of rock, thereby
showing disrespect to the sun god,
Socrates, as everybody Knows, was put
to death because he denled the gods of
the state and sought to make othet
gods known to the people.

All this I8 the more yemarkable bes
cRuse extreme tolerance was ghown
to the stage. The authors of comedies
were permitted to prepresent the geds
in the most ridiculous attitudes and sit-
wattons, without molestation, Thus
Aristophanés represented the rulers of
the Olympus as besieged In a city hullt
by the birds in the atr, and as they
were cut off from communicntion with
the earth and could not pe elve any
sacrifices, they suffered fumine, In this
extremity they sent ambassadors
teat with the birds, In another come-
dy one of the divinities Is a slave and
18 treated as such, The offficers who
killed phllosophers for skepticlym, per-
mitted the stage to commit what must l
be regarded as blasphemy, from the
standpoint of a plous worshiper of
